Note To Ike 


Speculation In U. S. 
Sees New Diplomatic 
Move By Bulganin 


WASHINGTON LR — A mystery 
message from Soviet P r e m i e r 
Bulganin to President Eisenhower 
had the capital speculating today 
the Russians plan to spring some 
new diplomatic maneuver. 
Soviet Ambassador Georgi N. 
Zarubin delivered the message 
,* personally to Eisenhower in the 
White House this morning. 
Zarubin drove up 
in 
a 
black 
limousine, stepped out promptly, 
pushed through a crowd of news­ 
men with his head down and went 
through the doorway w i t h o u t 
speaking a word. 
It was the first time 
Zarubin 
had called for a business session 
with the President since he came 
to Washington in September, 1952. 
I 
The most commonly held theory 
was that Bulganin was making a 
new approach on disarmament, a 
subject on which he and Eisen­ 
hower exchanged notes last year 
after the Geneva summit confer­ 
ence. 
The exchange 
followed 
Eisen­ 
hower’s proposal for mutual aerial 
inspection of American and Rus­ 
sian military establishments. The 
Russians termed his 
plan 
unac­ 
ceptable unless fitted into a broad 
disarmament program of the kind 
which they advocate and the Unit­ 
ed States has rejected.

DIPLOMATS, however, did not 
rule out the possibility of

Zarubin’)’ appointment with Eis-

the Soviet ambassador during the 
Truman or Eisenhower adminis­ 
trations. 
The timing suggested that, what­ 
ever the precise subject, Bulganin 
wanted to make 
a

play on the eve of high-level U.S.- 
^ British talks. 
Britain's Prime Minister, 
Sir 
Anthony Eden, is due here Mon­ 
day to review with Eisenhower a 
range of world problems, with 
emphasis on the Middle East and 
Russia's new offensive there. 
The Eisenhower - Bulganin ex­ 
change on disarmament began last 
Sept. 19. Eisenhower had propos­ 
ed at the summit meeting that the 
United Sates 
and 
Russia 
open 
w.tlieir skies to each other’s aerial 
reconnaissance and that they trade 
blueprints of their military estab­ 
lishments. Bulganin, in subsequent 
speeches, sharply 
criticized 
the 
plan but said also it was worth 
serious consideration. 
On Sept. 19 Eisenhower received 
from Bulganin a long letter which 
boiled down to this: Russia was 
interested “only if agreement is 
achieved” first on 
reduction 
of 
^armaments and on “ taking meas­ 
ures for the prohibition of atomic 
weapons.”

OB — President 
Eisenhower told his news confer­ 
ence today that in general he is 
against writing an anti-segregation 
amendment into the

He said he believes that noth­ 
ing should be written into the 
bill which would delay the school 
construction 
program.

The President added emphatical­ 
ly that the Supreme Court’s de­ 
segregation ruling must be imple­ 
mented, but he 
noted 
that

court itself called for gradual im­ 
plementation. 
The important thing. Eisenhower 
said, is to get the school aid bill 
passed swiftly. He said that if Con­ 
gress should decide to write in an 
antisegregation amendment he will 
understand, but, that the big thing 
is to avoid any delay in enactment 
of the program. 
The practical situation in Con­ 
gress, which Eisenhower recognis­ 
ed by implication, is that an anti- 
segregation amendment

touch off a filibuster in the Senate.

customer since Jan. I, 1955. 
The Ohio Public Utilities Com­ 
mission granted the increase Dec. 
30, 1954, after cutting Ohio Bell's 
application for an increase totaling 
I $8,913,000. 
Eleven Ohio cities asked the Su­ 
preme Court to disallow 
the 
in­ 
crease and to cut rates by about 
$12 million a year. 
Cities joining in the appeal were 
Cleveland, Akron, Canton, Colum­ 
bus, Youngstown, Struthers, Par­ 
ma, Maple Heights, Toledo, Day­ 
ton and Lancaster. 
Chief "Justice Carl V, Weygandt 
and Judge William 
L. 
Hart did 
not participate in today’s decision. 
The high court said the utilities 
commission used a proper method 
in determining rates. 
The cities 
had contended that the commis­ 


sion “ abused its discretion” in re­ 
fusing to adjust, for rate-making 
purposes, the company’s 
income 
tax expense and earning needs. 
Because of abuse of discretion, 
the cities contended, “The com­ 
mission has imposed an additional 
burden of between $12,251,000 and 
$19,457,000 a year on Ohio custom­ 
ers.” 
In upholding the commission’s 
method of 
determining 
rates, 
the court said the method con­ 
sisted of ^eternnmng: 
“ I. The reconstruction cost new, 
less actual observed depreciation 
statutory rate base, 
“2. The fair annual rate of re­ 
turn on the property. 
“ 3. The annual return to which 
the utility is entitled by applying 
the rate of 
return 
against 
the 
amount of the statutory rate base. 
“ 4. The cost of rendering 
the 
service for a particular year. 
“ 5. Add the annual return to the 
annual expenses to obtain the al­ 
lowable gross annual revenue. 
“6. Fix rates which will provide 
an amount equal to such allow­ 
able gross annual revenue.”

But 
Kefauver decided against chelleng- 
ing the vote-getting Lausche for i 
delegates 
to

primary next May. 
.John P. Kelly of Toledo, Lucas

But 
Lausche said he decided to seek 
the “favorite son’’ presidential role 
only to keep the Ohio delegation 
away from political traders. 
Numerous northern Ohio county

urged Kefauver to bid for Ohio 
delegates. 
Leaders said that whatever the 
others did, Cuyahoga County Chair­ 
man Ray T. Miller of Cleveland 
would continue his long political 
feud with Lausche. They expected 
him to field a local “ favorite son” 
to whom an anti Lausche delegate 
would lie ^pledged. Reports persist­ 
ed that a similar situation might 
develop in the Fifth Congressional 
District in northwestern Ohio.

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DROUGHT AID PLAN 
A PROFESSOR of geophysics 
at 
St. 
Louis University has looked at his stars, 
sunspots and stratosphere and such other 
elem ents 
that semi-professional weather 
experts look at, and has predicted that the 
Midwest will have a “wet, cold spring and 
probably a wet sum m er.” 
Meanwhile, 
drought conditions in the 
“dust bowl” areas of Oklahoma. Texas, 
Colorado and Kansas are getting 
worse. 
Rain is badly needed and none is in sight, 
according to official weather forecasters. 
For this reason, President Eisenhower’s 
program of drought aid for a 10-state 
Great Plains area will be welcom ed by the 
arid region. The plan is “long-range” in na­ 
ture. And that is what is needed — a pro­ 
gram whereby farmers can plan ahead to 
soften the effects of recurring cycles of 
drought. 
Diversion of croplands into tree, grass 
and other plantings; research in control of 
wind and w ater erosion; education of farm ­ 
ers as to better w ays of preserving their 
lands. These are needed, along with direct 
immediate aid to farm ers in the form of 
loans and grants. 
It will be important, too, to remember 
that even after the rains com e—if ever— 
the drought-preventive program should be 
continued. Because, as long-time residents 
of the drought area know, dry years will 
come again. 


DRAFT CALLS EASED 


DRAFT BOARDS throughout the coun­ 
try are having less to do nowadays in fill­ 
ing calls for young men to give two years’ } 
service to the arm ed forces. Book work and 
classification require as much detailed at­ 
tention as ever, but induction through se­ 
lective service has been greatly lessened. 
The principal reason is that m ore young j 
men are volunteering for enlistm ent. 
By 
volunteering m ost of them can choose the 
branch of srvice they prefer. 
Young m en just out of high school or in 
the midst of their college courses are eli­ 
gible for deferm ent in selective service as 
long as their grades are m aintained at the 
required level. 
Draft boards grant other 
deferm ents on grounds of hardship a n d 
specialized occupation. 
Within the last year, however, many of | 
the young m en of draft age seem to have 
decided to serve their hitch while they are 
still young and before they are settled in 
business, professional and fam ily life. 
Many local draft boards which are di­ 
rected to»induct IO to 50 men a month find » 
it necessary to call up only a few’ or none 
because m any of those on the acceptable 
list 
voluntarily 
present 
them selves 
as 
ready to go before their draft numbers 
come up. 


MOZART BICENTENNIAL

During that one free hour, I write these 
little essays just as I am sure a fiddler 
w'ould want to run over the strings of a vio- I 
lin /W e are all creatures of habit and for 
nearly 40 years now, I have informed the 
world on this and that and the habit is too 
strong to break. 


To return to Douglas MacArthur, his 
birthday ought to be marked in som e m an­ 
ner for this is an extraordinarily truthful 
man in an era of mediocre tim e-servers. 
His is a philosophic outlook on the’ history 
and future of his country rather than an 
over-specialized 
emphasis 
on 
personal 
self-preservation. 
He is acknowledged in his own occupa­ 
tion to be our greatest general, 
perhaps 
the most com petent military mind w e have 
produced since Robert E. Lee; so he was 
kicked out by military lacies. 
most of 
w’hose nam es we have already forgotten. I 
They m ay have gotten rid of MacArthur 
from the Arm y but not from his place in 
history. 
And as he rem ains alive, we m ust ask 
him about General Matthew' 
Ridgw’a y ’s 
disclosure that a report to the nation was 
faked and wrho w as responsible for faking 
it. For MacArthur suffered much from the 
moral 
irresponsibility, of 
the 
Pentagon 
where men becom e so engrossed in detail 
that they never think of the consequences 
of w'hat they do. 
I m et General Ridgway at a d i n n e r 
shortly after he returned from Korea and 
his conversation w as all in one direction, 
that MacArthur had been right and the pol- j 
iticians in Washington all w'rong and 
he 
spoke privately of how the lives of our sons 
were endangered because of arm s short­ 
ages. 
Many crim es have been com m itted in 
the nam e of politics, or loyalty to the 
“com m ander-in-chief,” whatever that m ay 
be in Am erican life. But now the honest 
m en are talking up and it is not going to be 
easy to answer. Nobody can answer Ridg- 
w ay’s charge of lying to the Am erican peo­ 
ple. 
General Douglas MacArthur, as a m ili­ 
tary man, could not understand why 
he 
w as instructed to go into a w'ar to achieve 
a defeat. There wras never a question of 
insubordination because he led his arm y to 
defeat as he had been instructed to do. But 
how to understand these orders? 
How to interpret them? How to m a k e 
them fit a philosophy of war? 
That he 
could not do. And so he spoke out and got 
fired after serving his country from West 
Point to a com m ander of 
a 
theater. Ele 
was fired like a little boy chased off the 
block. It w’as a cheap, an uncouth dism is­ 
sal. It w’as like sticking one’s tongue out at 
a great historic monument. 
When men speak of morale in the arm y 
or clergy, or in schools or anywhere, they 
really spoke of that quality of pride that 
men have in their w'ork and their associa­ 
tions. The “old tie” m ay be a phrase for 
am usem ent but it represented just this high 
quality of loyalty to a service that held bet­ 
ter than all the rules books ever devised.

What this says, 
in other words, is that each con­ 
fuses his spouse with a parent (of 
opposite sex); hence recoils from 
sexuality as from incestuous sin, 
in the family circle. 
If that’s how’ you

w’on't change your reflex. In flir­ 
tation with some lawless outsider, 
you may feel sexually free tem p­ 
orarily. But once you were legally 
allied with another partner (and 
parent-substitute),

Hays, today explained 
provisions of a new Selective Serv­ 
ice regulation aimed at enlisting 
persons with critical skills into the 
Ready Reserve. 
The 
new’ 
regulations are inco- 
porated in an executive order is­ 
sued by the President in accord­ 
ance with provisions of am end­ 
ments to the Armed Forces Re­ 
serve Act of 1952 enacted by Con­ 
gress 
last 
sum m er. 
In the new order, the President 
prescribes means by which p er­ 
sons with critical skills and who 
are engaged in civilian occupations 
in critical defense-supporting indus­ 
try or in research activity affect­ 
ing national defense, m ay enlist in 
units of the Ready Reserve. 
Col. Hays explained that persons 
enlisting under this provision must 
join a unit of the Ready Reserve j 
for eight years. Each enlistee must 
perform 
an 
initial 
period 
from ; 
three to six months of active duty 
training and must “ satisfactorily 
perform 
all 
prescribed 
training 
duty during the rem ainder of the 
eight-year period.” Persons so en­ 
listed may, under certain condi­ 
tions, be relieved of training duty 
requirements, but m ay not be re-1 
lieved 
of 
the 
requirem ent 
that 
they 
perform 
the 
three 
to 
six 
months’ active duty training. 
Col. Hays said a person so en­ 
listed shall be deferred from in­ 
duction so long as he continues to 
serve satisfactorily. After complet­ 
ing the eight-year enlistment, he 
shall become exempt from further 
liability 
for 
induction 
except in 
event of emergency. 
To be selected for this program , 
Col. Oavs said, a registrant must 
be in 1-A classification, and make 
application in writing to his local 
board.

NEW YORK UP) _ President Ei­ 
senhower’s idea that the power to 
curb American folkways of buying 
on the cuff would be a good thing 
for federal 
money m anagers to 
have again is likely to split the 
business and banking worlds sharp­ 
ly* 
Many of the m em bers of the 
powerful Federal Reserve Board 
think it should have such standby 
powers to control consum er credit. 
But at least one president of a 
regional Federal 
Reserve 
Bank 
sees little need for it. 
And some industrial leaders pro­ 
test strongly against the steps the 
Federal Reserve Board has taken 
already to curb credit by making 
the money supply tight and its 
hiring cost high. They blame fed­ 
eral credit curbs for the slowdown 
in home building and see tight and 
costly credit as threatening to hold 
down sales of new’ cars in the 
months ahead. 
President Eisenhower makes it 
clear in his economic report to 


Congress that present business con­ 
ditions don’t call for direct con­ 
sum er credit controls now. But he 
points to the spectacular rise in 
consumer credits in 1955—a spree 
that ignored all attem pts to control 
credit by managing the money sup­ 
ply — as an experience which in­ 
dicates that the authority to con­ 
trol 
the 
term s 
of 
time-buying 
“ would be a useful adjunct” to 
the governm ent’s existing means 
of fighting inflation. 
Opposition 
to 
federal 
controls 
over credit comes from two chief 
J sources: I. The home building and 
m ortgage lending fraternity, and 
2. The finance companies supply­ 
ing tlje funds and setting the terms 
on 
which the 
citizens 
can 
buy 
autos, appliances or apparel. 
They contend the prosperity of 
1955 was based to a large extent 
on time-buying of the output of 
the nation’s factories and m ort­ 
gage lending for home building. 
They argue that if they couldn’t 
buy on time many, if not most. 
: Americans wouldn’t buy the more 
expensive items at all, since they 
find it hard to get the cash to­ 
gether all at one time. 
As to the record total of con- 
| sn m er debt, now above 35 billion 
dollars, and the debt of about 86 
j billion still owned on mortgages, 
the

companies and

auto makers argue that it is still 
in a healthy ratio to the rising 
national income and that the rate 
of defaults is very low’. 
This is apparently what the Pres­ 
ident refers to in saying that at 
present the power to curb credit 
need only be a standby one.
